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Confiderations  on  Slavery, 

j  'liLKE  is  a  fevere  kind  of  fervicc  commonly  called  flavcry,  in 
L  confequence  of  which  one  man  aifumes  an  abiblute  fuperio* 
vli)  over  another,  can  punifh  him,  can  buy  and  fell  him  as  if  he 
Here  a  beall  or  a  piece  of  houfehold  furniture  ;  can  give  him  what 
\v  he  pleafes,  or  none  at  all,  or  even  fometimes  can  prcfum'c 
to  put  liim  to  death.  The  duties  refulting  from  this  (late,  it  is 
not  the  buhnefs  of  pbilofophy  to  deduce,  no  more  than  it  is  the 
bulinefs  of  philofophy  to  fettle  the  laws  of  duelling,  of  thieving,  or 
of  poifoning  ;  for  hotwithftanding  the  univeriality.of  the  pratfticej, 
we  have  no  fcruple  to  declare  it  almoft  in  every  cafe  unlawful.  In 
fupport  of  this  aifertion  we  can  be  at  no  lofs  for  arguments,  whc« 
thrr  vve  addrefs  oiirfelvcs  to  chriftians  or  only  to  men.  Slavery 
is  abfulutely  incompatible  with  chiiftianity,  the  dillinguiniuig  law 
of  which  is,  that  we  love  one  another  as  brethren,  and  do  every 
thing  in  our  power  to  promote  the  temporal  and  eternal  happinels 
of  one  another.  That  flavery  is  inconfiftent  both  with  chriftianity 
and  wi^h  virtue,  is  but  too  evident,  when  we  confider  the  mannenr 
of  thofe  countries  in  which  it  prevails. 

The  civil  law  gives  three  accounts  of  the  origin  of  flavery,  every 
one  of  which  may  be  eaflly  fliown  to  be  unlalisfaclory,  ift,  It  is 
Lid,  that  prifoners  of  war  may  be  made  flaves  rather  than  put  to 
death.  But  every  ingenuous  mind  b  conicious  that  flavery  is 
worfe  than  death  ;  befldes,  killing  in  war  is  lawful  only  becaufe 
it  is  neceflaiy.  To  kill  in  war  without  necelhty  b  downright 
murder  ;  and  therefore  to  kill  prilbners  of  war,  except  In  cafes  of 
abfolute  neceffity,  can  be  confldered  as  no  better.  All  that  the 
viclor  has  a  title  to  do,  is  to  prevent  the  captives  from  doing  haroi^ 
and  thb  every  one  knows  may  be  dene,  fer  wc  daily  (ee  that  it  if 
done,  without  making  flaves  of  them,  .

idly,  It  is  faid  that  the  law  allows  debtors  to  fell  themfehes* 
Ijiit  this  is  iriij»flible,  for  a  free  man  cannot  fellliinilelf,  A  fak 
ftnplies  a  price,*  w'litcli  one  who  fells  himfelf  catifiot  receive,  te- 
caufc  himfelf  and  his  whole  fubftance  immediately  devolves  to  his 
mailer. 

^dly,  It  is  n*id,  t])at  a  man  may  fell  his  children  :  this  is  as 
fenfelcfs  a  pretence  as  any  of  the  reft  :  every  man  was  once  a  child, 
and  every  child,  if  he  live,  w  ill  be  a  man.  To  aflert  that  man  is 
horn  a  Have,  is  to  aflcri  the  faine  thing  as  that  roan  has  no*  right 
to  happinefs,  which  is  downright  abfurdity  and  nonfenfe,  as  well 
as  impiety;  for  it  is  to  fay,  in  exprefs  terms,  that  the  wifdoro  of 
Ciod  may  br-fruftrated  by  men,  and  that  God  has  b^ftowed  facul. 
ties  upon  creatures  which  are  altogether  iifelels.  i!>ven  beafts  have 
a  right  tohappinefs:  how  abfurd  then  is  it  to  fay,  that  man  has 
no  filch  right  ?  to  all  w’hicb  we  add,  that  the  labour  of  a  man  is 
.nlwavs  of  greater  value  than  his  fubliftewce  ;  therefore  one  can  ne¬ 
ver  acquire  the  right  of  enflaving  another  from  his  having  given 
him  fubfiftcncc. 

As  the  opinion  w*e  have  here  efpoufed,  is  (bmewhat  different 
from  the  fentiments  that  arc  moft  prevalent  in  the  world,  we  fhall 
mention  a  few  con fi derations  more  before  we  leave  it.  There  arc 
three  pretences  which  I  have  heard  urged  by  thole  who  found 
their  advantage  in  the  ilavery  of  the  Indians,  in  vindication  of  that 
practice. 

ift,  Tiicy  fay  that  the  Indians  are  happier  when en (laved  thail 
when  not.  But  this  account  of  the  matter  was  never  given  by 
any  of  ihofe  unhappy  creatures  themfelves.  If  any  fhould  teU 
me,  that  he  knows  better  what  makes  me  happy  than  I  do  my* 
fclf,  1  would  laugh  at  his  ridiculous  fclf-conceit.  The  Africans 
Jri  cmainly  know*  better  what  makes  themfehes  happy^  thM 
thofe  whqfc  iiitercll  it  is  to  enflave  them.  But  did  ever  an  Afri¬ 
can  fay,  that  he  vvas  happier  when  made  a  (lave  than  beforef 
'‘rheir  whole  behaviour  declares  the  contrary;  their  very  rebcllioill 
a«d  infurrectioiis  declare  that  they  are  not  fatislied  with  ibfif 
eondinoii  ;  and  their  notion  of  a  future  (late  is  (for  their  oppreC 
lt>rs  are  at  great  pains  to  keep  them  ignorant  of  the  true  nature  of 
a  future  ftaie),  tliat  they  fhall  rctuin  back  to  their  own  conntiy 
after  death,  *and  there  live  in  freedom  and  happinefs. 

idly,  It  is  faid,  that  ihefe  creatures  are,  in  their  own  natnref, 
fo  exceedingly  depraved,  that  they  deferve  no  other  ft  ate  than 
that  of  Ilavery.  Now*,  how  is  it  pollihlc  that  (laves,  when  kept 
in  the  profouiideft  ignorance  of  their  duly  and  of  their  nature  t» 
men,  w  hen  corrupted  by  the  vicious  example  of  thole  who  pi^ 
tend  to  be  wifer  and  worthier  than  themfelves,  and  when  harden¬ 
ed,  and,  as  it  were,  brutalized,  by  tiie  injuraons  and  nnmaiily 
treainieut  they  meet  with,  bow  is  it  poflible,  I  fay,  that  Haves  in 
luch  circumftances,  fliould  not  be  wicked?  But  is  this  wicked^fi 
khargcable  on  them?  no;  it  is  chargeable thole  who  keep 
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them  in  ignorance,  who  fei  before  them  examples  of  the  moft 
atrocious  wickednefs,  vvhilc  yet  thev  pretend  to  be  the  votaries  of 
the  holied  religion  upon  earth,  and  who  opprefs  them  with  fuch 
treatment  as  a  man  of  humanity  would  fcruple  to  inHict  upon  his 
beall.  I'hat  Indians,  in  their  own  nature,  aie  not  more  wicked 
than  other  men,  is  evident  from  the  many  inllances  of  generofity 
and  heroic  virtue  which  are  found  among  them,  notwithllauduig 
their  calamitous  circumftances. 

3dly,  The  necefliiies  of  governnicnt  and  commerce,  are  urged 
as  an  excufe  for  enflaving  the  negroes.  If  it  he  a  truth  that  mo¬ 
dern  government  and  modern  commerce  cannot  be  pieferved  with¬ 
out  eiillaving  a  great  part  of  mankind,  it  is  ^  melancholy  truth  in¬ 
deed.  But  it  is  incumbent  on  thofe  who  urge  this  argument,  to 
prove,  that  commerce  is  of  more  confequeiice  than  chpUiiamty, 
ai’d  that  the  prodinfls  of  America  and  the  Well-Indies,  fuch  ai 
Peruvian  bark,  rum  and  fugar,  are  of  more  importance  to  mankind 
ih  tn  jiniice  and  mercy.  But  the  truth  of  a  propofitipo  is  not 
ad’ected  by  the  inconvenience  of  its  coolequences.  W'e  (hall  only 
add,  that,  if  ever  the  negroes  come  to  prevail  in  the  world  (which 
is  nut  impodible),  the  very  fame  arguments  which  are  u(ed  to  jut 
tify  our  enllaving  them  at  prefeni,  will  al(b  authorile  their  ea? 
Having  us;  fo  that  if  the  firft  be  lawful,  the  fecond  is  al(b  lawful 
of  courfe. 

Thefc  are  (Irangc  fentiments,  confidering  the  prefent  conditiou 
of  the  world  ;  but  I  have  the  fatisfadion  to  find  the  |;reac  Mon<» 
tclqiiieu  of  my  opinion,  who  by  his  ironical  arguments  in  favour  of 
llavery,  has  plainly  fliewn,'  that  the  practice  is  altogether  inexcuf- 
able.  Were  I,”  fays  he,  ‘‘  to  vindicate  our  right  to  nuke 
Haves  of  the  negroes,  thefe  fliould  be  my  arguments:  The  Euro¬ 
peans,  having  extirpated  the  Americans,  were  obliged  to  nuk^ 
Haves  of  the  Africans,  for  clearing  fuch  vail  tratfls  of  land.  Suga? 
would  be  too  dear,  if  the  plants  which  produce  it  w^cre  cultivatc4 
by  any  other  than  (laves. 

I'hefe  creatures  are  all  over  black,  and  with  fuch  a  flat  noio 
that  they  can  fcarccly  be  pitied. 

.  “It  is  hardly  to  be  believed,  that  God,  who  Is.  a  wife  being, 
Hmiild  place  a  foul,  efpecially  a  good  foul,  in  fuch  a  black  ugly 

body. 

“  It  is  (b  natural  to  look  upon  colour  as  the  criterion  of  humau 
tiature,  that  the  Afiatics,  among  whom  eunuchs  are  employed,  al« 
ways  deprive  the  blacks  of  their  refemblance  to  us,  by  a  more 
opprobrious  dillin^ion. 

“  The  colour  of  the  (kin  may  be  determined  by  that  of  the  hair; 
which,  among  the  Egyptians,  the  bed  philofophers  in  the  world. 
Was  of  fuch  importance,  that  they  put  to  death  all  the  red-haired 
men  who  (ell  into  their  hands. 

“  The  negroes  prefer  a  glafs  necklace  to  that  gold  which  polite 
nations  fo  highly  value  ;  can  there  be  a  grearer  proof  of  their

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wanting  common  fcnfc  ?  It  is  impofTible  fur  us  to  Tuppof? 
creatures  to  be  men  ;  becaufe  allowing  them  to  be  nien,  a  furptcion 
would  follow  that  we  ourfelves  are  not  chriftians. 

Weak  minds  exaggerate  too  much  the  wrong  done  to  the  Afri. 
cans;  for  were  the  cafe  as  they  (late  it,  would  the  European 
powers,  who  make  fo  many  conventions  among  thcinfelves,  have 
failed  to  make  a  general  one  in  behalf  of  humanity  and  coin- 
paflion?'^  Yours,  See,  An  Enemy  to  Slavery.

On  the  poJfihUUy  of  a  Man*s  being  bufy  c.hoiit  Nothikc.  ACoU 
lege  Exercife,  [Continued  from  Page  23*;.] 

SOME,  no  doubt,  may  have  heard  of  that  fpecies  of  philofopbic 
difqiiihiion,  whofe  tendency  feeined  to  be  to  reduce  all  things 
to  their  primitive  annihilation.  The  defign  was  grand  ;  the  ap. 
paraius  was  proportioned  to  the  defign  ;  it  was  carried  on  with 
diligence,  and  the  fuccefs  it  met  with  was  nnexpcclcd. — The  firll 
principles  were  invented  by  Plato,  a  perfon  of  lindoubted  credit 
in  philofophy  ;  behdes,  they  received  the  fantSlion  of  Ariftotlc ; 
they  Hood  the  ted  of  ages,  and  were,  by  every  one,  acknowledg¬ 
ed  unexceptionable,  though  antiquity,  with  all  its  fagacity,  knew 
not  their  real  excellence.  That  was  a  difeovery  of  modern  times, 
when,  by  means  of  them,  it  was  fuiiud  out,  that  there  was  no  fach 
thing  as  a  fecondary  quality  of  body  ;  in  (liort,  that  fire  was  not 
hot,  nor  fiiow  cold,  nor  honey  fweet,  but  that  thefc,  artd  the  other 
Iccondary  qualities,  were  fenfations  of  mind  altogether  unconnctfl- 
cd  with  the  body,  and,  by  juft  confequeiice,  that  a  perfon  might 
have  the  fenfation  of  beat  in  his  mind,  when  his  body  was  ready 
to  freeze  ;  that  he  might  iiavc  the  tafle  of  Tveetnefs,  though  he 
had  in  his  mouth  a  lemon  ;  that  white  might  be  black,  and  black 
might  be  white  ;  and  the  colour  we  call  yellow,  might  be  like  the 
found  of  a  trumpet  ;  that  bread  might  be  flcfli,  and  flefh  might 
be  bread  ;  and  that  what  is  bread  at  one  inflant,  might  be  flefh  at 
another  and  fo  on. 

A  right  reverend  philofophcr  improved  upon  thefe  elements, 
and  he  obferved  very  julUy,  that  if  fenfations  and  ideas  were,  in 
the  manner  jail  mentioned,  iiiuonnected  with  body,  for  his  part 
he  could  lee  no  rcafon  to  believe  lliere  was  any  body,  but  only 
fpirits  and  ideas  ;  and  laft  of  all,  a  grciU  who  can  do  a- 

ny  thing,  proved,  by  jufl  and  undeniable  reafoning,  from  thefe 
principles,  that  there  was  no  fuch  thing  as  a  fpirit,  but  only  Im- 
prcflions  and  ideas,  without  any  fubject  in  which  they  inhered.—"

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Tluis  was  the  ideal  fyftem  acknowledged,  by  its  greateft  adverla* 
rie?,  to  have  its  fuperftrudure  impregnable.  The  difcovery  of 
iriith  is  endlcfs  ;  one  refinement  thus  following  on  the  back  of  a- 
jioiluT,  it  was  not  unnatural  to  think,  that  fomc  future  genius 
would  carry  the  fcheme  ftill  farther,  and  a  ftep  or  two  further 
would  have  compleated  the  triumph,  and  left  no  exiftence  in  na¬ 
ture  at  all  ; 

Fuimuj  Tfoes,  fuit  Ilium,  et  ingens 
**  Gloria  Teucrorum,^^  Virgil. 

Whilfi  the  eyes  of  earned  expectation  were  fixed  on  this  great 
pci  linage,  an  unlucky  fiiot  has  removed  the  foundation  of  a  fa- 
brick  To  noble,  and  laid  it  level  with  the  ground. 

The  cowardly  and  felfifh  part  of  the  world  are  at  liberty  to  raife 
up  their  voices,  and  exclaim  their  thanks  to  the  benevolent  phi- 
lofopher,  who  has  kindly  reconciled  the  formerly  jarring  princi* 
pics  of  philofophy  and  common  fenfe  ;  but  furely  the  magnani¬ 
mous  mufl:  regret  the  Hop  put  to  fuch  mighty  atchievements  ;  for, 
if  Alexander  the  great  is  fo  renowned  for  having  conquered  that 
fmall  part  of  the  globe  which  was  called  the  world  in. his  day, 
what  renown  muft  this  greater  hero  have  deferved,  who,  by  the 
aflillance  of  his  predeceflTors,  could  have  overturned  the  heaven 
and  earth,  and  all  the  univerfe,  and  left  no  fubjecd  for  any  future 
conqueror  ? 

But  now,  alas !  how  (hall  I  confefs  it  ?  (yet  the  truth,  though 
painful,  niuft  be  confclTed),  now,  alas!  the  evj|nt  (hews,  that  thefe 
great  men  have  been  very  induHrioufiy  doing  nothing  :  But  I  quit 
fo  diipiriting  a  fubjecH.  ’ 

From  the  indances  adduced  then,  I  conclude,  that  it  is  (b  far 
from  being  impoffiblc  to  be  very  bufy  about  nothing,  that  it  is  the 
caiied  thing  in  the  world,  and  that,  tndead  of  being  a  paradox,  it 
is  a  mod  undoubted  truth,  that  men  of  great  abilities,  and  unre¬ 
mitting  activity,  have  been  thus  employed.  One  ob(ervation  more, 
by  way  of  corollary,  from  what  has  been  (aid,  and  I  have  done. 
Nothing  will  be  nothing,  whatever  garb  it  adumes  ;  and,  it  is  pre- 
fumeable,  that  the  identity  of  any  man  will  be  dill  as  real,  whe¬ 
ther  he  appears  in  a  black  coat  or  a  blue  coat,  with  a  wig,  or  with¬ 
out  one  ;  or  even  if  he  (hould  fancy  (as,  no  doubt,  that  many 
might  fancy)  to  appear  in  a  negligee,  a  capuchin,  and  the  other 
decorations  of  the  toilette.

But,  O  may  mankind  ne’er  the  bleding  lofe, 

Nor  feel  the  tortures  of  a  famidi’d  nofel 


HE  difagreement  that  at  prefent  fubfids  between  Great  Bri¬ 
tain  and  her  colonies,  mnd  ade<d  every  friend  to  his  king 
country.  Many  and  dangerous  are  the  confeqaences  with 

Which 
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which  it  threatens  us  ;  and  with  this  direful  one;  among  others 
that  we  fhall  be  deprived  of  that  invaluable  plant  tobacco.  Even 
though  we  (hould  not  confider  its  value  as  a  prohtable  branch  of 
trade^  yet  the  want  of  it  will  be  found  to  be  a  want  beyond  re. 
mcdy.  The  jaws  of  many  of  our  countrymen  would  be  (landing 
idle,  like  mills  that  have  nothing  to  work  upon,  or  they  would  be 
gnafliing  their  teeth  from  inconceivable  anguifli  and  defire.  O- 
thers  who  ufe  to  live  upon  its  ftnoke,  will  he  obliged  to  fly  to  the 
tavern,  to  banilh  it  from  their  longing  minds.  Happy  for  us  If 
ibis  were  all !  but,  being  deprived  of  tobacco,  we  are  alfo  deprived 
of  fuiitf,  a  powder  juftly  elleemed  by  all  ranks  of  perfons  ;  but  a 
powder  whofe  virtues  will  never  be  fully  known,  but  by  the  want 
of  it. — The  lofs  of  it  would  probably  be  (irft  felt  in  our  colleges. 
How  many  annually  attend  thefe  feminaries  of  learuiug^  who 
would  return  dunces  as  they  came,  were  it  not  for  the  amazing 
virtues  of  this  pulverized  plant  :-^SniifF  opens  their  brain,  quickeiu 
their  apprehcnllon,  revives  their  decayed  fpirits,  and  animates 
their  drooping  mruds.  There  are  even  fome  inflances  of  its  ha* 
ving  Icanu  thole  to  think,  that  never  thought  before, -*-fuch  is  its 
power  and  efficacy  !  Thence  it  is,  that  almoll  all  our  fludeiits  ufe 
it,  becaufe  they  find  it  equally  neceflary  in  their  (ludies,  as  the 
fmith  docs  the  bellows  for  his  forge. — But  what  is  of  far  more  im. 
)K)rtance,  the  health  of  almoll  every  individual  in  our  nation  would 
faffer  by  the  want  of  it. 

The  full  bottome^  vvig,  and  gold-headed  cane,  have  long  been 
looked  U{X)n  as  efTeutially  neceffary  to  the  ju(l  preferiptions  of  t 
phylician  ;  but  what  h  faid  in  ridicule  of  thefe,  is  literally  true 
with  refpec^  to  fnuff.  Whar,  pray,  could  a  phylician  do  without  his 
fnufl'-box  I  He  could  neither  know  how  to  examine  n  patient,  nor, 
of  confequence,  how  to  relieve  him.  He  inuft  receive  of  this  hiinlelf, 
before  he  can  write  a  recipe  for  any  other  perfon.  And  fucb  is  its 
imiuedlate  iiiflueuce,  that,  like  a  glafs  of  brandy  to  a  w  it  at 

once  infpires  the  head,  and  directs  the  hand— to  the  great  fafety 
of  the  patient  —As  for  the  clergy,  it  is  abundantly  evident,  that 
fcarce  one  of  them  can  preach  five  minutes  without  the  aid  of  this 
cheap,  but  precious  dull.  Their  memories  would  fail,  their  un- 
devlUndings  become  blind,  without  frequent  recourle  to  it,  though 
the  diicourfe  has  been  thoroughly  (ludied  before.  In  fludy,  th< 
fniilF-box  is  as  neceflary  on  the  table  as  the  ink*piece,  and  witbottl 
it,  it  is  as  dangerous  to  go  to  the  pulpit,  as  for  a  veflel  to  put  tofea 
without  her  ballall  — Nor  is  fnuff  only  beneficial  to  theie  impor¬ 
tant  c  haracters  ;  even  the  meant  ft  of  mortals  have  *  learnt,  by  ex¬ 
perience,  the  value  of  it:  A  fnufl'-box  is  as  eflential  to  a  coxcomb, 
as  a  fvvord  is  to  a  fulclier, — and  docs  fometlmes  more  execution. 
iVl.any  a  lady  has  been  ruined  by  a  rnu(f*box,— but  (bme  have  alfo 
profited  by  it  ;  it  has  given  them  an  opportunity  of  (bowing  a  fine 
hand,  or  well  turned  arm,  to  the  unl'peakable  pain  and  tnqrtilM^ 
tion  of  thofe  who  could  not  boaft  of  ib  iinporiant  and  Hfttng  qu^*^ 

lifiicatk|l% 
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lifications.  NotwithlVandlng,  fom^Tiow  or  other,  fnuff  Js,  at  prc* 
fewt  in  difrcputc  among  our  youivg  htdies  ;  for  what  reafon  I  can* 
not  tell.  It  ftill,  however,  meets  with  the  efteem  it  merits  from 
thofe  that  are.  part  their  prime,  and  really  in  the  decline  of  life, 
liy  experience  they  learn  its  value.  It  gives  a  poignancy  to  their 
wit,  and  helps  mightily  to  prefer\’e  their  fall  decaying  charms. 
It  is  a  comfort,  which  the  malice  of  their  fortune  cannot  deprive 
ihein  of,  and  a  companion,  which  evidences  no  difgull  at  their  com¬ 
pany.  In  Ihort,  it  affords  a  kind  of  pleafure  even  in  defpair,  that 
in  this,  at  leaft,  they  can  ftill  have  communion  with  the  other  fex, 
fince  a  mote  intimate  union  is  denied  them.— -Nor  is  frtuff  ufelelj 
in  the  married  life.  Thcfe  ladies  who  think  they  have  reafon  td 
l>e  dilplcafed  with  their  hufbands,— and,  indeed,  with  every  one 
elfe  V,  ho  is  any  lime  in  their  company,  experience  its  fovercign 
Inlliicnce.  It  relieves  from  melancholy  reftetftions  on  their  ow’n 
inifery  ;  it  enables  them  to  execute  domcftic  vengeance,  and  more 
clfecruidly  ihan  a  cordial  compofes  them  after  it.— But  what  need 
1  attempt  to  enumerate  the  virtues  of  it  ?  perfons  of  every  rank 
and  ftatioii  in  the  world,  enjoy  both  pleafure  and  advantages  in¬ 
numerable  in  the  ufe  of  (huff.  I  have  only  presumed  to  mention 
two  or  three  inftances,  where  its  importance  is  remarkably  evident; 
hoping  that  we  will  conlider,  before  It  be  too  late,  the  danger  of 
a  rupture  with  our  American  brethren,  fince  our  All  thus,  in  fbme 

rcfpects,  depends  upon  them.  C,

;  •  •  of  Cure. 

Doctor  George  Clieyne,  in.  his  eflTay  on  health  and  long  life 
page  129,  130,  eighth  edition,  lays,  that  Dr  James  Keill,  in 
his  Statica  Britannica,  has  made  it  out,  beyond  all  poflibilityof 
doubting,  that  catching  of  cold  is  nothing  but  fucking  in,  by  the 
palfage  of  perfpiration,  large  quantities  of  moill  air  and  nitrous 
falls,  which,  by  the  thickening  the  blo<id  and  juices  (as  is  evident 
from  bleeding  after  catching  cold),  and  thereby  obUrui^ing,  jiot 
only  the' perfj)iration,  but  alfo  all  the  other  finer  fecreiions,  raifes 
immediately  a  fniall  fever,  and  a  tumult  in  the  whole  animal  (eco¬ 
nomy'';  and,  neglcc'ted,  lays  a  foundation  for  confumptions,  obftruc- 
tious  of  the  great  vifccra,  and  univerfal  cachexies.  The  tender, 
therefore,  and  valetudinary,  ought  cautioufly  to  avoid  all  occafioos 
of  catching  cold,  and  if  they  have  been  fo  unfortunate  as  to  get 
one,  to  fet  about  its  cure  immediately,  before  it  has  taken  too  deep 
root  in  the  habit.  From  the  nature  of  the  diforder  thus  deferibed, 
the  remedy  is  obvious;  towit,  lying  much  a-bed,  drinking  plenti¬ 
fully  of  fmall,  warm  fack-whey,  with  a  few  drops  of  fpirit  of  harts¬ 
horn,  poflTet  drinl:,  water-gruel,  or  any  other’ warm,  fmall  liquors; 
a  fcruple  of  Gafeoign’s  powder  morning  and  night;  living  low  upon 
fpoon-mcals,  pudding  aud  chicken,  and  drinking  every  thing  warm; 
in  a  word,  treating  it  at  lirft  as  a  fmall  fever,  with  gentle  dia- 
jdioreiics  ;*  and  afterwards,  if  any  cough  or  fpitting  fliould  remain 
(which  this  method  generally  prevents),  by  foftening  the  bread 
with  a  little  fugar-candy  and  oil  of  fweet  almonds,  or  a  folution 
of  gum  ammoniac,  an  ounce  to  a  quart  of  barley-water,  to  make  the 
•xpetTtoration  cafy  ;  and  going  cautioufly  and  well  clothed. into 
the  lir  afterwards.  This  is  a  much  more  natural,  eafy,  and  effetflual 
method,  than  the  practice  *  by  balfams,  pedorals,  '  and  the  like 
trumpery  in  common  nfe,  which  ferve  only  to  fpoil  the  (lomacb, 
opprefs  the  fpirits,  and  hurt  the  conflitution. 
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with  a  hammer.  The  fpc<flators  applauded  the  a<flion  ;  the  mob 
rofe  in  Deptford,  and  were  foon  joined  by  fiich  multitudes,  that, 
ill  a  little  time,  Wat  Tyler  marched  at  the  head  of  above  100,000 
men  to  London,  fetting  open  all  the  goals,  and  rcleafing  all  ih^ 
pri loners  in  his  progrefs. 

When  they  came  to  London  bridge,  they  found  the  gates  fliut ; 
but  the  London  mob  immediately  opened  them  in  fpite  of  their 
niagillraies,  and  joined  the  others.  They  burnt  jihe  houles  of  the 
lords,  the  judges,  and  the  principal  citizens:  The  Savoy,- then  live 
pnlice  of  the  duke  of  Lancafter,  the  archbifhop^s  palace,  and.  the 
1'emple,  with  all  the  writings  kept  there,  were  reduced  to  afhes: 
ibe  Flemings,  a  poor  induftrious  people,  who  w'orked  hard  to  get 
a  livelihood,  were  particularly  the  obje<^s  of  their  fury;  they  drag^ 
ged  them  from  the  churches,  where  they  had  taken  fancfluary,  in¬ 
to  the  lireets,  and  there  maflacred  them.  ^ 

After  the  committing  thefe  outrages,  they  proceeded  to  the 
Tcwvcr,  and  though  there  was  then  a  garrifon  in  it  of  1 200  mcOj 
600  of  which  w'crc  archers,  yet  they  bad  llruck  fuch  a  terror  by 
the  cruelties  they  had  exercifed,  that  the  gates  were  prcfently 
opened  to  them  ;  the  archbifliop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  treafu- 
rer,  who  had  retired  there  for  their  fecurity,  were  feized,  and  bad 
their  heads  ftruck  off  upon  the  fpot. 

The  king  and  council,  in  the  utmoft  condernation  and  perplexi¬ 
ty,  offered  fome  confideiable  privileges,  and  a  general  pardon  to 
ihofc  that  'wpnld  depart  ;  but  the  favour  was  not  accepted  by  ma¬ 
ny,  and  Wat  I'yler  would  not  enter  into  a  negotiation  with  any 
but  the  kinghimfelf :  The  king  lent  a  perfon  of  didintdion  to  him 
to  defire  a  conference  ;  which  being  obtained,  Wat  made  his  de*. 
inands  ;  the  principal  of  which  were,  that  the  laws  diould  be  abo- 
liihed,  and  the  government  new  modelled,  according  to  certain 
faiitadical  notions  which  he  himfelf  had  framed.  During  this 
conference,  he  took  an  occafion,  every  now  and  then,  to  lift  up  his 
f'vord,  as  if  it  were  to  intimate  to  the  king  what  he  was  to  expetd, 
if  his  propofals  were  not  granted.  His  infblent  behaviour  (b  exaf^ 
perated  William  Walworth,  the  mayor  of  London,  who  attended 
the  king,  that  he  could  not  redrain  his  indignation’;  but,  without 
confidering  the  danger  that  he  expofed  both  the  king  and  himielf 
to,  he  fplit  Wat^s  (kull  with  his  (word,  and  laid  him  dead  upon 
the  place.  This  bold  aedion  happened  to  fucceed  ;  and,  fbon  af¬ 
ter,  the  rabble  that  were  under' the  condu<d  of  Wat  Tyler,  dilper- 
fed. 

Jack  Straw,  who  was  companion  to  Wat,  and  head  of  the  Edbx 
iridb,  being  likewife  defeated  and  taken  prifoncr,  was  executed. 

At  his  death  he  confefled,  that  if  they  had  fucceeded,  their  in¬ 
tention  was,  to  murder  the  king,  to  extirpate  the  nobility  and  cler-  ^ 
Sy,  excepting  only  the  mendicant  friars,  to  divide  England  into  p 
feveral  kingdoms,  to  make  Wat  Tyler  king  of  Kent,  and  to  abo-  || 
hfh  all  the  ancient  laws,  and  make  new  ones.  -  •  p

fruillcl's  relblved  to  intereft  Ifer  mother  m  his  behalf,  to  whom 
heactordingly  wrote  a  letter,  acqttamring  her  with  his  love  for  her 
dau^rhier.  The  mother  was  rejoiced  to  find,  that  (he  had  now  aa 
oppurumity  to  fettle  one  of  her  children  in  a  way  of  life  wluoh>ap)i 
peart  (I  To  advantageous  to  her  :  but  here  the  inclinations  of  tlM 
dauu;hier  were  repugnant  ‘to  the  fentintents  of  the  mother  ;  who 
fpared  no  pains  or  intreatics,  to  prevail  with  her  daughter'Io  mar^ 
ry  Lyfaiider  :  but  all  was  m  vain  ;  for  Maria  conftantly  replied^ 
that  as  her  happrinefs  in  life  depended  on  her  choice  of  a  httfixind^ 
jhe  was  determined  alvvays  to  refufc  her  hand  where  (he  cdnld 
not  give  her  heart.

The  mother  of  Maria  wrote  wwd  to  .the. wretch,  who  had  been 
the  caufe  of  all  this  trouble  to  her  unhappy  daughter,  and  inform* 
ed  him  of  her  fuccefs.  He  came  to  town,  and  was,  in  a  (hort 
time,  married  to  the  amiable,  but  unfortunate  girl,  who  (aw  her* 
filf  forced  into  the  arms  of  a  man  whom  (he  was  now  obliged,  by 
the  ties  of  religion,  to  look  on  as  her  huiband  ;  but  who  more  pro«> 
pcrly  might  be  viewed  as  her  tormentor.

But,  to  cut  (hort  this  melancholy  pah 
of  the  hidory — Maria  never  thoroughly  recovered  from  her  lying 
in.  Her  melancholy  and  grief,  which  w^ere  now  become  too  great 
to  be  concealed,  joined  to  what  flie  dally  fufFered,  from  feeing  her 
hufband  becoming  dill  more  and  more  debauched,  threw:  her  into 
a  decline,  which  foon  roblied  the  world  of  an  amiable  woman,  and 
left  her  unhappy  mother  to  lament  that^afhnefs  which  had  for¬ 
ced  her  daughter  to  an  odious  match,  and  in  the  end  had,  depri¬ 
ved  her  of  life. 
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cfnary  ambition  ;  but  either  for  the  defence  of  his  people,  or  to 
oppofe  tyrants  who  threatened  Europe  w'ith  their  yoke.  ^  ^He  never 
had  rtco'irfe  to  arms,  till  after  negociation  had  failed:  if  was  with 
rc’rci  he  employed  a  fatal  art,  for  exercifing  which,  however,  he 
was  poirelTed  of  the  greateft  talents.

In^ihe  inidft  of  the  licentioufnefs  of  camps,  he  was  attentive  to 
re|>ief>  diforder,  and  excite  a  proper  veneration  for  religion.  We 
cannot  help  admiring  his  humanity  to  the  vanquiflied,  whilft  we 
arc  conipcUed  to  applaud  the  parental  part  he  at^^ed  towards  his 
])eople.  Mis  probity  and  good  faith  made  hb  government  refpeft- 
td,  and  enforced  the  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  (late.  Indefa- 
ligiihlc  in  bufinefs,  and  zealous  for  the  public  good,  and  the  happi- 
lul’s  of  the  nation,  he  viewed  with  a  philofophic  eye  the  faftidioas 
pomp  and  pageantry  of  courts;  and  being  an  utter  ftrangcr  to  that 
voluptnonfmris  and  effeminacy,  which  feem  the  infcparable  appen- 
d  iges  of  fovereignty,  he  was  able  to  undergo  thofe  hardfhips  and 
fatigues  that  accompany  a  military  life.  Quick  in  conceiving, 
prudent  in  executing,  and  patient  in  furmounting  the  greateft 
dilliculties ;  ever  ready  to  facrifice  his  blood,  or  his  life  for  the 
])uMic  good,  he  was  at  the  fame  time  firm  and  refolutc  to  the 
pr  Togaiives  pf  his  dignity ;  being,  in  a  word,  pofTeffed  of  all  the 
component  parts  of  true  and  folid  dignity. 

Gudavus  would  have  been  more  than  human,  if,  poflefling  fb 
many  virtues,  he  had  had  no  foibles:  thefe  mud  be  acknpwledged, 
nor  has  hillory  endeavoured  to  conceal  them.  A  warm  and  choleric 
temper  Teemed  an  inheritance  from  his  anceflors.  From  this, 
however,  he  foon  recovered ;  yet  it  mufl  be  acknowledged  a 
defect  in  a  king.  Time,  and  his  application  to  corre<5t  his  error,  in 
a  great  meafiire  diminilhed  it.  But  this  W'as  not  the  cafe  with  bis 
unbounded  intrepidity  ;  a  fault,  perhaps,  equally  reprehenfible  in 
a  l^iog,  as  the  fear  of  danger.  Gudavus  could  never  furraount  this: 
clilpofiiion  ;  and  it  was  this  adonifhing  intrepidity  which  made 
him  expofe  his  perfon  like  a  common  fbldier,  and  a<d  with  both 
hand  and  head,  which,  at  length,  fhortened  the  courfe  of  his  glo¬ 
rious  life,  to  the  unfpeakable  grief  of  all  Europe. 

Guftavus  the  Great  (for  (o  he  was  judly  called)  was  bom  at 
Stockholm  on  the  9th  of  Oeftober  1594*  He  was  Ton  to  Charles 
duke  of  Sndermania,  then  regent  and  adminidrator  of  the  king¬ 
dom,  who  was  afterwards  king  of  Sweden,  under  the  name  of 
Charles  IX.  and  ofChridina,  daughter  of  Adolphus,  duke  of  Hoi- 
hein-Schlefwick.  This  princefs,  who  united  to  all  the  attra^ions 
uf  beauty,  the  mod  heroic  courage,  was  dedrous  that  the  young 
prince  Ihoiild  be  early  accudomed  to  the  fatigues  of  an  aedive  life, 
3ud  the  intemperance  of  the  feafbns.  From  his  natural  robud 
condiiutioii,  he  felt  no  mconvcniencc  from  the  manner  in  which 
be  was  trained;  bat,  on  the  contrary,*  as  it  increaled.his  drength,4 
bis  propcnfity  for  athletic  exercifes  daily  grew*  upon  him. 

Having 
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Havlogamlt)^  that  age,  wh^n  al  prince  fitouidk^  h« 

ftedy  ift  order  to  attain  an  education  (hitable  %6  his  Nnlt/the  E|r3 
hiB  ^ther,  who  was  (enfible  of  all  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  k,  appointed  a  governor  and  preceptor  to  his  foiK  Yhe 
latter  was  Jobn  Skytto,  one  of  the  mod  learned  men  of  his  time 
who  had  travelled  for  nine  years  thronglv  the  principal  coniHties 
of  Europe,  whereby  he  had*  gleaned  an  inliotte  IIuktc  of  know¬ 
ledge. 

Under  thU  able  mader  Gudavus  Adolphus  learned  the*  ancient 
languages,  eloquence,  hiftoiy,  jurifprudemee,  and  polity  A  happy 
genius  that  eafily  conceived,  a  prodigious  memory,  and  an  admh 
rable  docility,  united  to  an  eager  third  of  knowledge,  enabled  him 
to  make  fo  rapid  a  progrefs  in*  his  iliKlies,  that  wl^n  he  had  at¬ 
tained  hks  twelfth  year,  he  f|K)ke  and  wrote  Latin,  German, French, 
and  Italian,  with  as  much  facility  as  his  own  tongue.  In  fhie|  by 
the  affiduity  of  this  worthy  preceptor,  Gudavms  became  the  moft 
enlightened  prince  of  his  age.  The  EngKfti,  Frewch,  and  Genooin 
ofiicers,  who  were  then  in  Sweden,  foon  olrferved  the  extraordi- 
nory  genius  of  young  Gidlavus,  v^llo  cpiedioned  them  relative  to 
the  relburces  and  ftrengthof  their  coim try,  their  manners  and 
laws,  their  fortifications,  navy,  and  the  difeipHne  of  their  troops; 
and  they  conceived  the  higlied  iileas  of  .'this  prince^ 

Upon  "the  death  of  Charles,  his  father,  0<ilobcr  30,  l6ir,  the 
Hates  unanimouOy  voted  that  the  rupretne  authority^  flioold  be 
lodged  in  Gudavus  Adolphus,  though  he  was  at  that  time  only 
feventeen  years  old.  He  returned  thanks  to  the  afleinbly,  in  a  dtf- 
courfe  that  charmed  every  ear.  His  youth,  liis  eloquen^i  hb 
boldnefs,  his  noble  mien,  attended  with  a  becoming  decency  and 
modefty,  and  fupported  with  great  judgment,  captivated  every 
auditor. 

Th  is  prince  was  one  of  the  tailed  men  in. his  kingdom;  though 
the  Swedes  are  remarkable  for  the  largenefs  of  their  flatnre.  He 
was  in  his  youth  flender  and  genteel;  but  be  appeared  difpofed  to 
have  too  much  of  the  enhhon^poiut,  and  which  was  the' cafe  ki  the 
latter  part  of  his  life.  His  features,  tliougk  large,  f4>rnicd  »  very 
agreeable  phyfiognomy ;  l>e  iKid  light  grev  eyes,  very  livefy  and 
expi’eflive;  a  high  forehead,  with  a  nofe  fbmewhal  aquiHne^  ibd 
his  countenance  exprefPrd  a  haughty  penfivenefs,  blended  wWiU 
gracious  mildnefs.  In  a  word,  his  whole*  perfbn  befpoke  the  hw* 

He  immediately  made  fo  judicious  a  choice  amongft  his  fbbjedh 
to  fill  the  vacant  polls  of  government,  that  even  his  enoroteewfre 
adonifhed  at  his  difeernment.  He  appointed  the  celebrated  Ouea- 
diern  (a  young  fenator,  not  thirty  years  old,  but  whole  genius  and 
talents  particularly  didinguiflicd  him),  prefident  of  all  the  olBcfs* 

After  a  feriesof  vklories,.  he  received  a  piftol-fhot,  which  btokt 
his  arm,  at  the  battle  of  Luteen,  in  1632,  •  'Whew  the  (bldkf* 
ui^  out,  The  king  is-wouitded  he  replied,  It  is  nothing; 

•  <  ^  i 
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Co  follow  me,  and  cbarge.^^  At  this  indant  he  received  a  ball  a« 
ciol  i  his  reins,  and  fcUiroiti  his  horfe.  ^  t 

]\Iuth  has  been  faid  concerning  the  death  of  this  great  prince; 
and  ihmc  have  a  ecu  fed  the  duke  of  Lavvenburg  of  fipug  tbe  pidol 
which  killed  him,  in  revenge  for  a  tormer  infult.  Others  have 
iiijputcd  his  death  to  cardinal  Richelieu:  but  is  it  aftonifliing  that 
Id  ig,  who  expofed  hinifelf  like  a  common  foldier,  (hould  be  kil^ 
led  in  a  battle  ? 

Be  this  as  it  may,  Guftavus  tbe  Great  died  in  the  pripie  of  hia 
poo,  and  in  the  nudll  of  vi<flory,  as  tbe  Swedes^  hc^de^  hy  the 
duke  of  Saxe -Wey mar,  gained  the  battle. 

At  his  death  the  Swedes  wer^  maders  of  more  than  two  thirds 
of  Germany,  and  of  three  hundred  and  thirty  cities. 

The  rajndity  of  his  conqueds,  and  the  greatnefs  of  hU  defigns, 
excited  the  envy  even  of  his  bed 

His  gfKxlnefs,  his  popularity,  his  regular  manners, his  teinperance, 
his  dilintcredednefs,  hjs  refpe<d  for  religion,  fecured  him  not  only 
tile  love  of  his  people,  but  the  edeem  of  his  enemies.  He  was  a 
tonipleie  madcr  of  the  art  of  knowing  men.  He  was  a  prufeded 
f.e  to  deceit  and  falfehood.  His  court  w’as  never  the  theatre  of 
iiaitery  and  intrigue.  His  camp  was  his  palace,  and  bis  manner 
of  living  endeared  him  to  bis  foldicrs ;  be  w'as  popular  with  eale 
hiciided  with  dignity,  religious  without  bigotry,  humane  without 
v>  eaknefs,  and  political  without  falfehoqd. .  HU  gcuius  enlightened 
the  age,  fixed  the  (ydem  of  politics  in  £urope,  brought  the  mili* 

I  try  art  to  perfeclion,  and  rendered  Swedea  refpectaUc  and 
fpected.  ,  ,  .  : 

An  Addrefj  to  the  Brethren  of  the  Ancient  and  Honourable  ^ciety 
of  Free  and  Accepted  MafonSy  affembled  to  celebrate  the  Feaft  of 
St  Andrew,  November  30.

principal  intention  in  forming  focieties,  is  undoubtedly 
C-  the  uniting  men  in  the  dric"ter.  bonds  of  love  ;  for  men,  con-* 
ildered  as  foe ial.  creatures,  mud.  derive  their  happinefs  from  each 
other  ;  every  man  being  defigned  by  Providence  to  promote  the 
good  of  others,  as  he  tenders  his  owp  advantage  ;  and,  by  that  in* 
tercoiirfe,  to  fecure  their  good  offices,  by  being,  as  occafioii  may 
offer,  reciprocally  ferviceablc  unto  them* 

Chriftianiiy  in  general  (for  I  enter  not  now*  upon  the  melancho* 
ly  divifions  fo  rife  among  us),  never  circumferibes  our  beaieyolence 
M’ithin  the  narrow  confines  pf  nature,  fortune,  profit,  or  peribnal 
obligation.  What  I  would  advance  is  this  :  that  we  reftrain  not 
our  love  to  our  next  neighbour  only,  this  being  merely  a  point  of 
conveniency,—nor  to  our  acquaintance  folely,  this  being.the  cffeifl 
of  inclination,  purely  to  gratify  ourfelves.— We  arc^  uot  to  enrefs 
our  friends  only,  becaufe  grititpde  and  common,  juft  ice  require  e- 
ven  that  at  our  hands  nor  yet  thofc  efpe^ally  from  whom  we 
VoL.

fxpecl  to  rccch’c  benefit,  for  this  intereft  and  policy  will  prompt 
us  lo  ; — nor  our  relations  only,  for  this  the  ties  of  blood  and  mere 
nature  di<5fate  ; — ^iior  is  our  love  and  charity  limited  to  them  par¬ 
ticularly  who  are  of  the  fame  church  or  opinion  with  us  :  for  by 
the  very  fame  realbii  that  we  arc  induced  to  believe  ourfolves  in 
the  right,  they  iiiny  imagine  ihemfelves  fo  too  ;  and  what  we 
nay  judge  to  be  a  per  feci  ion  among  mirfclve'^,  they  may  condemn 
as  a  blemidi.  Be  it  fo  then,  that,  in  foine  points,  or  rather  modes 
of  Nvorfhip,  vve  may  differ  or  diflent  from  each  other,  yet  dill  the 
lodge  reconciles  even  thefe^.  There  we  all  meet  amicably,  and, 

fonverfe  fociahly  together; - there. we  harmonize  in  printiples, 

though  we  differ  in  punch ilios  ; - there  we  join  hi  converfation, 

and  intermingle  itiierefts  ; — there  we  difeover  no  ellrangemept  of 
behaviour,  nor 'alien<aiioii  of  afieelion  vve  ferve  one  another  mofl 
readily  in  all  the  kind  offices  of  a  cordial  friendfhip.  Thus  ar^ 
we  noited,  ihoiigli  diflinguiflied  ;  united  in  the  fame  grand  Ghri- 
fiian  fundamentals,  though  diflingr.ifhed  by  foine  circumilantials  ; 
ti oiled  ill  one  important  bond  of  brotherly  love,  though  diftinguifh- 
ed  iiy  foinc  peculiarities  of  feniiment. 

Freedom  of  opinion  thus  indulged,  but  its  points  never  difcufled, 
is  the  happy  influence  under  width  the  unity  of  this  truly  aocient 
and  honourable  fbciety  has  been  preferved  from  lime  imineroorial. 
And  whoever  is  an  upright  inafon,  can  neither  be  an  Atlieift,  Deift, 
br  T^ibcrtinc  :  For  he  is  nnder  the  flri^ftefl  obligation  to  be  a  good 
mail,  a  true  (hiriftian,  and  to  atft  with  honour  and  honefty,  how- 
rvTr  dtflingtnflied  by  different  opinions  in  the  circumftantials  of 
ifligioii.  Upon  this  account,  mafbnry  is  become  the  center  of 
lioion,  and  the  means  of  conciliating  friendlhip  among  men,  that 
might  have  othervvife  remained  at  a  perpetual  diftance  ;  caufing 
them  to  love  as  brethren,  as  heirs  of  the  fame  hope,  partakers  of 
ihe  fiine  prondfes,  children  of  the  fame  God,  and  candidates  for 
tlie  fame  heaven.  .  ‘  . 

We  read,  that  when  Tertiilhis  pleaded  againff  St  Paul,  the 
thief  accuf.ition  wliereon  he  founded  his  plea,  vva.s,  his  being  ring¬ 
leader  of  the  feet  of  the  Xazarenes — and  this  fe<fl  (faid  the  Jews) 
we  know  is  every  where  f'lKiken  againft.  And  wherefore  >v‘as  this 
fo  fpokeri  againfl  ?  Was  it  from  any  evil  they  knew  of  its  pro- 
fVftors  ?  or  from  mere  ignorance  or  blind  prejudice  ?  AVe  find  no- 
ilfnip;  of  the  former,  but  undoubted  proof  of  the  latter.  And  this 
I  lake  It)  be  pretty  much  our  cafe,  in  refpec^t  to  mafonry — as  flow¬ 
ing  from  the  fame  corrupted  principles.  I  have  bad  the  honour 
of  l)eliig  a  member  of  this  ancient  and  honourable  fbciety  many 
ve.irs.  have  fullained  many  of  its  offices,  and  can,  and  do  aver,  m 
this  facred  pl.ice,  and  before  *  the  grand  Architect  of  the  world, 
that  1  never  could  ohferve  aught  therein  but  what  was  juftifiablc 
and  conimendabU*,  according  to  the  ftriclcft  rules  of  morality  ;  this 
being  foanded  on  the  rules  of  the  gofpel,  the  doing  the  will  of 
God,  and  the  fabduing  our  paffions,.and  highly  conducing  to  eve-

ry  facred  and  focial  virtue.  But,  not  to  infift  ou  my  OVFU  exp^« 
rience,  the  very  antiquity  of  our  couftitution  fiirnifbea.a  fufficicnt 
argument  to  confute  all  gainlaycrs.  For  no  coiubinatiun  of  wicked 
iiuMi,  for  a  wicked  purpole,  ever  laded  long.  The  want  of  virtue, 
on  which  mutual  trud  and  confidence  is  founded,  foon  divides  and 
breaks  them  to  pieces.  N'>r  would  men  of  unqncdionable  wifdom, 
known  integrity,  drift  honour,  undoubted  veracity,  and  good;fen(e, 
(though  they  might  be  trepanned  into  a  foolilh  or  ridiculous  (b- 
ciety,  which  could  pretend  to  nothing  valuable)  ever  continue  ia 
it  (as  all  the  world  may  fee  they  have  done,  and  now  do),  or 
tontribute  tow^ards  fupjmrtlng  and  propagating  it  to  poderity.--^ 

As  to  any  objections  that  have  been  raifed  againd  this  lociety, 
they  are  as  ridiculous  as  they  are  groundlefs  ; — For  what  can  dif* 
cover  more  egregious  folly  in  any  man,  than  to  attempt  to  vilify 
what  he  knows  nothing  of?  At  that  rate,  he  may,  with  eqnal  ju- 
fiicr,  abufe  or  calumniate  any  thing  elfe  that  he  is  unacquainted 

with - But  there  are  fomc  peculiar  cudoms  among  us.  Surely 

thefe  can  be  liable  to  no  cenfure.  Hath  not  every  (bciety  (bmo 
peculiarities,  which  are  not  to  be  revealed  to  men  of  different 
communities  ?  But  fbme  among  us  behave  not  fb  well  as  might  be 
expected  :  We  fear  this  is  too  true,  and  are  heartily  forty  for  it ; 
let  us  therefore  every  one  try  to  amend.  But  cveu  this  objee* 
ti  >n  is  of  no  weight  with  a  man  of  ingenuity  and  candour.  For, 
if  the  unworthinefs  of  a  profedbr  cad  a  redeclion  upon  the  profed 
fion,  it  may  be  inferred,  by  parity  of  reafon,  that  the  inifcondufi 
of  a  Chridian  is  an  argument  againd  Chtidianiiy.  But  this  is  a 
conclufion  which,  1  prefume,  no  man  w'ill  allow  ;  and  yet  it  is  no 
more  than  what  he  mud  fubferibe  to,  who  is  fo  unreafonable  as 
to  infid  on  the  other. 

Upon  the  whole,  then,  it  appears,  that  the  rules  of  this  (briery 
have  a  direfl  tendency  to  render  converfation  agreeable^  as  weH 
as  iiioocent;  and  fo  to  inHuence  our  practice,  as  to  he  ufeful  to 
others,  and  profitable  to  ourfelves:  for  to  continue  in  amiiy,  and 
maintain  a  fair  correfpondence  ;  to  be  difpofed  reciprocally  to  all 
offices  of  humanity,  and  to  aff  upon  mutual  terms  of  benevolence, 
which  are  the  cbaraf^eridics  of  ebridianity,  are  likewife  the  ce¬ 
ment  of  this  fociety.  And  how  worthy  it  is  to  adid,  comfort,  and 
relieve  the  oppreffed,  I  need  not  now  obferve.  Nor  is  it  Icfs  obvious, 
how  pleafant  it  is  to  contribute  to  the  innocent  delight,  and  pro¬ 
mote  the  lawful  advantage  of  one  another;  and  always  to  converle 
with  fecurity,  without  any  the  lead  fufpicion  of  fraudulent,  inju¬ 
rious,  or  malicious  praflices. 

Now,  in  order  to  cherifh  and  promote  thU'  harmony  within 
doors  and  without,  let  us  fird  lay  bold  on  the  fared  means  to  dop 
the  moiith  of  detraflioii,  by  endeavouring  to  lead  a  pure  and  un. 
blemifhed  life.  Let  us  confider,  my  brethren,  that  not  the  repu. 
tation  of  one  only,  but  that  of  the  whole  fociety.  Is  affedled  by  a 
brother's  mifbehaviour.  Inveftcd  as  we  are  with  that  didinguifhted 
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badge,  which  at  this  day  is  the  glory  of  the  greateft  potentates 
upon  earth,  we  Ihould  fcorn  to  a(5t  beneath  the  dignity  of  our  pro. 
fefTion. 

Let  us  rejoice  in  every  opportunity  of  ferving  and  obliging  each 
other;  for  then,  and  only  then,  are  we  anfwering  the  great  end 
of  our  inflitulion;  brotherly  love,  ror.fidence,  and  truth,  oblige  us  not 
only  to  be  compaflionate  and  benevolent,  biit  to  adminiiler  tbai 
relief  and  comfort  which  the  condition  of  any  member  *reqnires, 
and  we  can  bellow,  without  inanifelt  inconvenience  to  olirfelves. 
No  artful  diflimulation  of  affeclion  can  erer  be  allowed  among 
thofe  who  are  upon  a  level ;  nor  can  perfous,  who  live  within  com- 
pafs,  ac^  otherwife  than  upon  the  fquare,  cotififtenrly  with  the 
ji^lden  rule,  of  doing  as  they  would  he  done  hy.  For,  among  us 
every  one  is,  or  fiiould  be,  another  lelf:  fo  that  he  that  hates  ano/ 
ther,  mull  necelTarily  abhor  hiinfelf  ailb;  he  that  prejudices 'ano« 
ther,  injures  his  own  nature;  and  he  that  doth  not  relieve  a  dif 
trelTed  brother,  llarves  a  member  of  Ids  own  body;  but  then  this 
relief  i*  not  to  be  bellowed  upon  the  idle,  indolent,  and  extravai 
gant;  but  upon  the  unfortunate,  induflrious,  unfuccefsliil  brother* 

l^et  us  next  remember. the  regulations  of  this  fociety,-are  calcui 
iated  not  only  for  tlie  prevention  of  enmity,  wrath,  and  diHenlion^ 
but  for  the  promotion  of  love,  peace,  and  friendlhip ;  then  here 
furtly  con  ver  fa  lion  mull  be  attended  with  mutual  confidence,  frcc^’ 
tloni,  and  complacency.  He  who  neither  contrives  mifehief  a* 
^ainll  others,  nor  fiifpeiJls  any  againll  hiinlelf,  has  his  inind 'always 
ferene,  and  his  aft’etTtions  compofed.  All  the  human  faculties  re* 
joice  in  order,  harmony,  and  proportion  ;  hy  this  our  fociety  fub* 
lids,  and  upon  this  depends  its  wifdom,  llrength  and  beauty.* 

There  is  one  cireniial  property  which  belongs  to  opr  crafty 
which  had  like  lo  have  flipj^ed  me,  and  v>hi<  h,  however  condemn*  . 
cd,  is  highly  worthy  of  all  applaiife  ;  and  that  fccrecy.  All 
that  Ihould  be  difclofcd  of  a  l(?dge  is  this,  that  in*  our  incetiugs 
we  are  all  good  nature d,  loving,  and  chearful  one  with  another, 
^ut  w  hat  arc  thefe  fccrets?  Wh\,  if  a  brother  in  tiecelfity  fecks 
relief,  it  is  an  inviolable  fee  ret  ;  becaufe  true  charity  vaunteth  not 
itfelf.  If  an  overtaken  brother  be  admonillied,  it  is  in  fccrct;  bc- 
eaufe  charity  is  kind.  If  pol?!l.|v  little  differences,  feuds,  animo* 
jitics  llioiild  invade  our  peaceful  walls,  they  are  flill  kept  fecrct  J 
for  charity  fulfcrcth  long,  is  not  rnftly  provoked^  thinketh  no  evil. 
— Thefe  and  many  more  (would  time  permit)  which  I  could 
name,  are  the  einheHillnnents  that  emblazon  the  inafbn^s  efirul- 
I  heoii  And  as  a  further  ornament,  let  us  add  that  aromatic  fprig 
ot  ('afiia,  of  letting  our  light  fo  Ihine  before  ’men,  that  they 
3nny  feC  our  good  works;  and  that,  whereas  they  fpeak  agaiofl  us 
as  evil  doers,  they  may  by  our  good  works,  which  they  lhall  be* 
)iOld,  'vlorifv  God.

fiiltcjl  the  dignity  and  even  fafety  of 
tic  people;  not  by  depriving  any  coun¬ 
ty  ot  t"ic  right  of  election,  but  by  put- 
t'lML  ;•  n';':itlve  upon  one  perfon,  con- 
hii.i'.iv  a  very  bad  man,  and  whom  his 
lonlliiucnto,  to  the  diflionour  of  the  laws 
and  tilfgiace  of  the  reprefeuiation  of 
tnc  people,  thought  fit  to  chufe  a  repre- 
f  nta'ive  of  the  whole  people,  even  then 
when  he  was  fuffering  the  juft  piinilh- 
nnni  of  two  very  atrocious  crimes,  of 
uliirh  he  had  been  convitfted. 

'J'hty  contend,  however,  that  he  is  a 
pitiiot.  Whether  that  appellation  is 
givtn  to  him  fcriouflly  or  tn  ridicule  I 
lliall  not  pretend  to  determine;  but  this 
doctiliic,  that  a  man  may  be  poflelTcd 
of  public  virtue,  who  is  deftitute  of  that 
quality  in  private  life,  is  not  only  con¬ 
tradicted  by  all  the  former  experience 
of  ruaukind,  but  is  in  itfeirfo  abfurd,  as 
to  be  a  reproach  to  the  human  under- 
llanding.  It  was  a  wife  law  io  the  A 
tiienian  ftate,  that  no  perfon  convicted 
ot  impiety,  or  any  atrocious  crime,  (hould 
be  allowed  to  fpeak  in  a  public  alTem* 
b!v.  Their  great  legiftator  Solon  thought, 
aud  jutlly  thought  it,  that  it  might  be 
ot  dangerous  coiifequence  to  allow  fuch 
a  perfon  to  have  any  opportunity  of  in¬ 
fluencing  the  people.  The  folid  reafon 
ot  this  law  puts  a  ftrong  negative  upon 
the  perfon  in  queftion.  Unhappy  coun¬ 
ty!  if  it  could  find  no  better  reprefenta- 
tive;  but  more  unhappy  ftill  fliould  the 
genius  of  Britain  ^duce  any  num¬ 
bers  of  the  people  to  fupport  or  abet 
Ihtir  proceedings. 

I  in  the  midft  of  petitions  fo  difrefpetft- 
ol  even  to  a  branch  of  the  legiftature, 
ud  that  branch  too,  the  authority  and 
•gniiy  of  which  it  is  chiefly  the  Inte- 
pfl  of  the  commons  to  maintain,  there 
>  <  ne  confolation  remaining  to  every 
'‘tiful  fubjedl#  that  the  petitioners,  as 
cy  are  nor  warranted  by  the  pdopte^ 
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cannot  go  one  ftep  beyond  themfelvef^ 
and  the  voice  of  the  honfe  of  commoni 
alone  is  the  l<^al  voice  of  the  people. 
Refletfting  fermttfly  trpon*  this  whole 
matter,  1  cannot  help  beii^  perfttaded 
that  every  Bricifli  fublctft,  wlm  has  a  jtxfl 
regard  to  the  anthonty  of  govcfnmenr, 
the  honotxr  and  fafety  of  idie  people’, 
will  be  highly  pleafed  with  the  coadndt 
of  the  home  of  commons  in  this  cafe ;  a 
condudt  which  will  alfb  the  more  re¬ 
commend  them  to  the  efteem  and  re* 
gard  of  a  prince,  whofe  love  and  affec* 
tion  to  his  people  Is  eftabliflied  on  thd 
folid  foundation  of  every  priiate  vir* 
tue. 

This  daring  attack  made  upon  thd 
honfe  of  commons,  and  in  them  tipoii 
the  whole  people  of  Britain  whom  ttiey 
reprefent,  every  private  fhbjeift  nnift 
leave  to  that  honourable  honib  to  refenC 
as  they  may  think  lit :  they  will  no  donbt 
fall  upon  proper  expedients  to  vindi¬ 
cate  their  own  honour,  and  repreit  that 
pernicious  licemioofnefs  which  pays  no 
regard  either  to  the  mMefty  df  the  king, 
or  of  the  people.  Aad  our  moft  es^od* 
lent  king,  fo  Juftly  tntitled  to  the  love 
and  refpctft  of  his  people,  will,  1  doubt 
not,  pay  greater  regal'd  to  the  iUent 
wilhes  and  deflres  of  nis  rcfpedtful  fub- 
jedlsa  now  anxious  for  the  dembcraiical 
part  of  the  conftitution,  and  the  right 
of  the  whole  people,  than  to  thofe  per* 
fons  who  have  troubled  the  throne  with 
very  improper  petitions,  which  I  can¬ 
not  help  faying  are  only  founded  either 
in  ignorance  or  miftake* 

Before  1  conclude  1  moft  obferve,  that 
fuch  bad  humours,  and  fuch  a  turbulent 
fpirit  has  been  raifed  and  fbmented  by 
felf-iuterefted  men,  araongft  many  of  the 
people  (who  are  perhaps  rather  rolfletf 
than  ill- meaning),  that  the  cooreqnencei 
of  a  diflblutioR  of  the  parliament  would 
be  fo  bad  as  is  too  painful  to  defciibe, 
though  very  eafy  to  forefde.  But  bad 
as  fuch  confequences  miOht  be,  it  would 
ftill  in  my  apprehenfion  be  much  worfe, 
if  the  end  propofed  by  fuch  a  dhSTolution 
fliould  be  obtained.  This  end  is  no  o* 
ther  than  to  veft  a  power  in  a  particu* 
lar  diftritft,  and  that  of\en  a  very  fmall 
one,  fuperior  to  that  of  the  reprcfeiita* 
fives  of  the  whole  people;  nay  not  to  be 
controuled  by  an  aflembly  of  the  whole 
freeholders,  or  even  of  the  tthole  people. 
If  that  was  praAicable.  For  any  argu- 
inent  in  fupport  of  fuch  a  power,  in  any 
diftridt,  muft  prove  to  this  extent,  or 
can  prove  nothing  at  all.  How  fuck  a 
cogcluflon  is  deftrntftive  of  the  true  Idea 
of  liberty,  of  which  the  petitioners  pre* 
tend  to  be  aealoas  patrons.
